WASHINGTON, June 15.—The state department is offi 


dully advised that the reports that Germany would make an 
issue in the Philippines is unwarranted.

WASHINGTON, June 15.—The department has posted the 


following: 
"Admiral Sampson reports that he has been rein- 


forced by several hundred Cubans; that our forces at Guanta- 
naino are in a very satisfactory condition, and that the town of 
Accrraderos has been occupied by troops under General Rabi- 
incn under General Garcia co-operating with the American 


forces."

CHICAGO, June 15.—Arrangements for closing the Leiter 


grain deal was completed today, when papers were signed trans- 
ferring to P. D. Armour some 7,000,000 bushels of cash wheat, 
mostly in northwest, and it is said, that unless new wheat comes 


in earlier than expected, about all this will be consumed there by 
millers. 
It is said that this transaction will make a difference of 


about $2,000,000 in favor of Leiter over what he could have ex- 
pected to realize had.his holdings been disposed of under the 


trustee plan.

quiring the street railroad company of 
that olty lo sell 95 tickets for a dollar and 
the oompany refused to ibey and contest- 
ed the matter In lh* ooart* on the ground 
that it could not live al a 4-nnl rate, 
lh* caae was finally taken to tha United 
State* supreme court and that body de- 
olded In favor of the street railroad and 
agalnat the etty. But now comes a carl 
ous s*qae! to the struggle. No sooner has 
Ihs oompany won it* salt than It pro 
oeeds to glv* notice lo its patrons that it 
will reduce tbs fare to 1 cent*, with the 
provision that the olty will abandon ail 
efforts to establish th« validity of the 4- 
oent ordlnano*. II Is difficult to toll in 
this can whether tho Jok» Is hardest on 
the honorable judge wio decided that a 
4-oent fare would be ruinous to the oom- 
pany or on tha oompnay thai produced 
the evldenoa to show that It oould not 
p»y expenses and make any profit at the 
reduced rate. Evidently the Milwaukee 
company considers a 0-oent fare a proper 
move In this day of progress and decreas- 
ing expense In transportation and It only 
object* to the Idea ot being compelled by 
ordlnano* to mak* the change. It would 
be well It th* Milwaukee plan were to 
become contagions in tb* large oltles of 
the country, though tho companies wonld 
get a lltlle more credit potwlbly if they 
wonld pTopofe th* reduction of fares be- 
fore rather than after th* olty council 
had sought to tore* them to It.
